And what did they?appeare in ſcuerall 
diſguiſed formes, and their corrupt hearts taught 
their tongues to vent forth blaſphemy, and notori- 
abuſes : For as you read how Jeremy was taken by 
his enemies , and brought before the Princes and 
Prieſts for weakning the hands of the men of warre, 
and daunted their hearts that wiſhed well ro the 
peace of Zr: So played theſe impoſkuring ſpirits, 
charming all men wich ſuch ſubtilties. VVhat? the 
houſe Auſtria to be checked , and the Emperour of 
Germany to be affronted with petty rebels ? belecue 
itnot it is impoſſible, take heed, how you aduen- 
ture in ſuch a buſineſſe ; you ſee how hee preuailes, 
and ne forces can reſiſt him. Vhat? the Arch- 
Dutches to be mated with ſuch inferiors, traytors, 
rebells, and mechanicke vpftarts?Neuer ſpeake it for 
ſhame : For at this inſtant they are no lefſe then foure 
mighty armics, 60000. men ready to deuoure theſe 
one night Muſhrumps, and ſetting vpon their terri. 
tories in foure places at once, make afatall ruine of 
all their fottunes and hopes in a moment. 
What?Spaine to be threatned with warre, and in- 
eruſions of hoflillity > Who is able to couer the 
Viewa, as Xerxes once did the HeBeſpont, with a 
numberleſfe, and inuincible Armado, to ſet vpon the 
Iland of Brictexy asa Conqueror? to trouble /re/and 
withan army of 20000 : to infeft Scorland,and ouer. 
run it at pleaſure, and ro make Emg/andto tremble 
with the multitude of his forces, and yer dare you 
talke of warre and affiſting the Low-Countries? Bur

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now. God bethanked, Papiſtry ſhall be —_— s 
the Prieſts and Ieſuits baniſhed, and theſe mighty 
Buls of Bas either haue their hornes ſawed off, 
or their chaps mufled , and what an alteration is 
hecre? 

Oh let vs then giue thankes vnto God, and con- 
feſſe his mercy is beyond our apprehenſion, and his 
benefits are an Oceas-in compariſon of our duty, 
ſtanding pool: of deleruing.

Marke the difference betweeneflouriſhing King« 
domes through the blefling of reformation, and 
aduiſe of good gouernours, and the fearcfull diſtra- 
Qion of Common-wealths,where irrcligion and in- 
dire courſes ouer-maiſter : While the ambition of 
Athalia was predominant ouer- her affe&ion , and

In the ſtory of Adexsſſes, and Armor his ſorine,

In 
that fiery triall in the dayes of Queene Mary, when 
the rages of Papiſts made them more farious, thena 
Beare robbed of her Whelpe:What one Proteſtant 
ſlipped out of the circle of obedience, ro pur herin 
ſuſpition of her life, yea it is well knowne, that thre 
Proteſtants of Swfo/ke aduanced her to the Crowne 
though they were the firſt- that felt the effe& of her 
ingratitude : In all the troubles of Germazy, and c:- 
aftions -vpon the free Cities , how lecure!y did 1c 
Emperors goc on- concerning their owne perſons, 
and when did you read of a Pope. ſlainz;hut as they 
poyloned oneanother, +I willname but one thing 
inthe Low-Countrics ,: and-that is the pride and 
cruelty of the Duke of Ala; ſo rhat-it cuer an ex- 
cuſe might haue beene made for taking away a F y- 
rants lis itmight here in ſome aQtion or other, haue 
recciued a juſtifiable forme,and yer 4/usliued with - 
out touch, and praQiſcd all manner of wickedneſſe 
without controule : whereas on the- contrary fide in 
theſe Countries formerly mentioned, there hath'bin 
a 1000 {cucrall murthers commitred-vpon the bo- 
dics of publicke and privateperfons; or at leaſt pro-= 
ſecured with reſolution to be aRuated vpon aduan- 
tage by popiſh Pricſts;Teſuites, and. their Official! 
and Miniſters: Is it not high time then to banith 
them our Common-wealth, or doc as we haue done 
(and ſo it ſhall be go new matter or deuile of pu-
